Soon we’ll be in 
touch with you again through your daily morning or 
afternoon newspaper. 

Meanwhile—from The Victoria Express- 
heartfelt thanks. 

To our readers, to our advertisers and to the 
friends who helped us in ways too numerous to 
detail. 

We’ll never forget you. The Express could 
never have rolled without you.

Dailies 

resume 

shortly 


Victoria's two daily 
newspapers will shortly 
resume publication following 
a six-month labor dispute 
which ended when Victoria 
Press Ltd. agreed on the 
weekend to almost all union 
demands. 

A contract settlement not 
only gave union members the 
job security they were seeking 
as protection against 
technological change but also 
gave them a minimum 37 per 
cent wage increase by June 1, 
1975. 

The new salary scale will 
make the company’s em¬ 
ployees among the highest- 
paid newspaper workers in 
Canada. 

Members of the Newspaper 
Guild for the first time will be 
covered by a dental plan, fully 


paid by the company, while 
members of the mechanical 
unions won improvements in 
their pension plan. 

All the unions also won 
improvements in sick leave 
provisions, medical insurance 
coverage, vacations, night 
differential payments, 
severance pay, life insurance 
and car mileage rates. 

Jack Melville, general 
manager of Victoria Press 
Ltd., said Sunday he did not 
know when the city’s two daily 
newspapers would resume 
publication, or which of the 
two would be on the streets 
first. 

Publication of the Victoria 
Times and The Daily Colonist 
was suspended six months ago 
when pressmen walked off the 
job to back up their contract 


demands. The company then 
locked its doors to members of 
the other four unions. 

Since then, the 350 out-of- 
work employees have been 
publishing the Victoria Ex¬ 
press three times a week. 

Main issue in the long 
dispute was job security for 
employees whose jobs would 
become redundant as the 
company introduced new 
technological processes. 

The agreement gives the 
unions the clause they 
originally suggested under 
which staff will be reduced 
only by natural attrition as 
union members retire, resign 
or die. 

The company will maintain 
staff at 90 per cent of the pre- 
strike level and, if there are 
any voluntary reductions 


below this figure, then the 
salaries saved will be used 
either to provide additional 
holidays or a shorter work 
week for remaining em¬ 
ployees. 

The immediate wage in¬ 
crease under the new contract 
will put an extra $37.50 a week 
in the pay packets of key 
categories, followed by 
another $22.50 on Dec. 1 and a 
final increment of $20.63 on 
June 1, 1975. 

The settlement came at the 
end of two marathon 
negotiating sessions at the 
Bayshore Inn in Vancouver, 
and after H. S. Malone of 
Winnipeg, president of FP 
Publications, which owns 
Victoria Press, stepped into 
the talks. 

The negotiations were 


conducted by Clive McKee, an 
industrial inquiry com¬ 
missioner appointed by the 
provincial government. The 
next-to-last session went from 
2 p.m. Friday to 4 a m. 
Saturday and the final session 
ran from 9 a m. until 5 p.m. 
Saturday. 

Bill McLeman, spokesman 
for the joint council of the five 
unions, would not comment on 
the settlement except to say 
union members have a dif¬ 
ficult task ahead when the 
dailies resume publication. 

He said they would have to 
“work hard” to put the dailies 
back into their pre-strike 
position in the community. 

“All the employees want to 
see that happen,” he said, 
“and we’re hoping for the 
public support that the papers 
need.”

My little book titled “How to Order a Chinese Dinner and 
Still Keep Your Friends” is not yet in the hands of the printers, 
but perhaps I can give a short preview of what it’s all about 
This will be the egg rolls before the main course. 

The book will have nothing whatever to do w ith the fact that 
most of us haven’t the faintest ide’h of how to go about properly 
ordering an Oriental meal. 

Of course, it drives the Chinese right out of their in¬ 
scrutability to see us sitting there with our crazy selections. If a 
man went into an Occidental restaurant and ordered four dif¬ 
ferent varieties of salad they’d be calling for the squirrel- 
catchers. This, in effect, happens all the time in Chinatown and 
explains why the waiters go running, giggling, to the kitchen. 

But who cares? Chinese dishes are an acquired appetite. 
One man’s subgum chow mein is another man’s buckchoy chop 
suey. And half the fun is knowing exactly what you like w ithout 
any rational reason whatever. 

I am. myself, a lustful lover of beef-greens-pcapod-and- 
pepper sprinkled with sesame seeds and will defend to the death 
my right to order it. 


Yet this individuality is precisely what makes organizing a 
meal for a group a perilous undertaking and why I have written 
my great humanitarian work. 

One of the most common types of Chinatown Menace is the 
gu> w ho craves everything. He opens a menu with the same sort 
of anticipation that some of us open a new mystery. He is con¬ 
vinced he can eat all the way from Bird’s Nest clear to the 
Boneless Chicken Balls and back again. 

The waiter stands there, pencil poised, and the Great Ex¬ 
perimenter. his eyes bugged out like grapes, begins his 
recitation: 

“We ll start with the Deep Fried Crunchy-crisp Wuntun. 
sweet and sour hmmmmm the Shredded Wormein-egg 
Noodles with Bamboo Shoots hmmmmm . . Dragon’s Eye 
Fruit with Preserved Lichi Nuts ...” * 

At this point the man must be forcibly restrained by clearer 
heads who are able to recognize that he has run amok under the 
spell of the mystic east. 

I was once w ith just such a type and we ended up with about 

40 gallons of something called Thin Canton Mushroom Floating 


Bean Custard before w illing hands shoved him under the table. 

At Hie other extreme, of course, you find the One Track 
Mind type who scorns everything except his one favorite dish, 
almost always something that repulses the other guests. 

“All of this is for the tourists.” he will likely say. grandly 
dismissing 13H suggested dishes including beef-greens-peapod- 
and-pepper "What we’ll have is the Boiled Whole Rockcod 
stuffed with green ginger w ith a minced garlic-and-bean sauce. 
This is a real Chinese dish ” (He’s obviously never been out in 
the kitchen where the real Chinese are happily eating New York 
steaks, rare*. 

Since the Boiled Whole Rockcod is enough to feed an entire 
logging camp a lively argument naturally ensues, often being 
resolved the next morning before a magistrate. 

Almost any large group in a safari to Fisgard Street will 
include one conscientious objector who permits himself to be 
dragged along, but never lets you forget that he thinks you’re 
mentally unbalanced. He believes birds' nests are only for the 
birds. 


While you are perusing the menu he will bleat to the waiter, 
“Could you coddle me an egg*’” 

When the first steaming goodies are brought in he will poke 
at them distastefully w ith a fork and enquire. “Have you any 
idea what’s in this stuft ?” He is dedicated to the theory that if he 
doesn't like it. you’re not going to like it, eigher 

This tellow usually acts as if Chinatown were one of the 
suburbs of Hong Kong and may at any time break into a farm of 
pidgin English. Only last w eek 1 chanced to over hear one of this 
type saying to the waiter “You bling-um two bowl rice, you 
savvy?” 

“I savvy,” said tly* waiter, a kid who is working his way 
through university and can take a joke 

But. as for preserving harmony, I recommend the One- 
Dish-Apiece system under which each of the participats is 
entitled to the delicacy of his choice, with the privilege of 
digging into the others, which is the democratic way. 

Just so long as you keep your big hands out of my beef- 
green-peapod-and-pepper, that is.

There’s 
nothing about gardening which can result in being at one with 
one’s fellow creatures or other living things < ... ad dreary 
infinitum). 

Gardening is merely the simple question of the survival of 
the fittest. It’s the law of the jungle. It’s also the transformation 
of a normal home-loving father of five, who loves his mother and 
apple pie, becoming a ranting, raving homocidal maniac whose 
main aim is to get into the garden at weekends to create murder

Jury 
weighs 
verdict 

The jury at the murder trial 
of Jorg Walter Berger started 
deliberating Monday, but no 
verdict had been handed to the 
presiding judge, Mr. Justice 
K E. Meredith, at press time. 

Berger, 20, an Austrian 
student, admitted when he 
took the stand in his own 
defence Friday that he killed 
Raymond Buckett, 41, of 4960 
Lochside Drive, on April 20. 

Buckett’s body was found 
April 21 in Walbran Park 
about 50 feet from an ob¬ 
servation post. 

Berger told the court he 
stabbed Buckett after a 
homosexual act took place 
between the two men in the 
park. 

The stabbing occurred, 
Berger said in answer to 
questions by prosecutor Alan 
Bigelow, because of three 
reasons He hated himself as 
a result of the homosexual act, 
Buckett had made a “dirty 
remark” about his girl friend, 
and because Buckett was a 
homosexual. 

In asking the jury to convict 
Berger of murder, Bigelow 
told the court “There is no 
open season on homosexuals.” 

Defence counsel Dermod 
Owen-Flood said in his 
summary that Berger is 
“psychotic and unstable” and 
had a “fixation with his 
girlfriend ”

Appointment of a special 
prosecutor in a case involving 
funds of the London Boxing 
and Athletic Club of Victoria 
has caused a delay in 
preliminary hearing of a two- 
counl charge against three 
persons 

Harold and Ivy Morris and 
Stanley Richardson, all of 1127 
Chapman, were charged May 
2 in Victoria Provincial Court 
with theft by conversion of 
about $2,475 from the club 
Feb. 15, 1971, to Dec 31, 1972, 
and of about $795 from its 
women’s auxiliary Jan. 15 to 
Oct 15, 1972. 

They elected trial in Vic¬ 
toria County Court and a 
preliminary hearing was set 
for four days starting July 30. 

But defence lawyer Kenneth 
Murphy appeared Friday to 
tell Judge William Ostler he 
had been advised Victoria 
lawyer Don Farquhar would 
prosecute the case and wanted 
new dates. 

After learning there might 
be more than 30 witnesses. 
Ostler set aside the five days 
in his court starting Sept. 16 
for the hearing. 

(It was learned later 
Farquhar had been appointed 
as prosecutor if Ostler rules a 
higher-court trial is 
necessary. Officials felt he 
should handle the complex 
case at the fower-court level 
as well.) 

Patrick Sellinger. 20, of 637 
Pine, was remanded by Ostler 
to June 5 for a pre-sentence 
report and sentence following 
his plea of guilty to an RCMP 
charge laid under the Student 
Loan Act. 

Prosecutor Peter Birkett 
said a UVic official completed 
a 1973-74 certificate of 
eligibility for Sellinger Sept. 
17, 1973, but said Sellinger 
never intended to attend. 

Instead, he said, Sellinger 
went the same day to a Vic¬ 
toria bank and arranged a 
$950 student loan, with¬ 
drawing all but $4 of the 
money in the next few days. 

Birkett said Sellinger never 
used the money for tuition 
fees, never registered at UVic 
and never tried to pay back 
any of the loan.

VIC PRESS SHUTDOWN 


Bonanza for the weeklies 


When Victoria Press Ltd. 
shut down abruptly last Dec. 

1, it triggered a chain reaction 
that reached into nearly every 
Victoria home and changed a 
lot of reading habits. 

The plainest manifestation of 
the nearly six-month strike- 
lockout was the instant 
disappearance of the morning 
Colonist and the afternoon 
Times. 

The Express, which began 
three-a-week publication six 
days later, was another highly 
visible effect. And the 
burgeoning of the Victoria, 
from weekly to twice a week 
to three times a week — every 
issue bursting with ad¬ 
vertising — could scarcely be 
overlooked. 

A handful of other, smaller 
publications also found 
sudden prosperity. And there 
were odd echoes of the 
shutdown as far away as 
Powell River. 

The Express is a special 
case. Established to help fill 
the news and advertising gap 
left by the dailies, and to ease 
the financial crunch for the 
striking and locked-out union 
members, it had been com¬ 
mitted all along to shut down 
as soon as the Victoria Press 
dispute is over. 

Heavily staffed by com¬ 
parison with any of the others, 
it maintained a strong em¬ 
phasis on local news. A recent 
week’s three issues had a total 
of 232 columns of Victoria 
news, pictures, features and 
sports, comparing most 
favorably with a typical 
week’s six issues of the 
Colonist or Times, whose total 
figure would be more like 180 
columns of purely local 
material. 

The Express did a much less 
comprehensive job on news 
from elsewhere; its treatment 
was necessarily somewhat 
cursory, the paper had no 
comic page or editorial page, 
and the lack of the latter 
apparently went completely 
unnoticed. 

Paid circulation of the Ex¬ 
press fluctuated in the 26,000- 
to-29,000 range. Written and 
edited in Victoria, the 
typesetting and makeup was 
done in the Cowichan Leader 
stoop at Duncan, and the 
printing on the press of 
Horizon Publications in North 
Vancouver. The work was 
done by members of Victoria 
Press unions, and operation 
were a logistical nightmare 
from the beginning, but 
careful organization and a 
good many willing hands 
made it possible for the Ex¬ 
press to appear without fail 
every Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday. 

Which brings up Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday, when 
John Damgaard’s hard- 
driving Victorian comes out. 
The Victorian, which hadl 
already evolved out of the 
Victoria Shopper, was a 
healthy weekly tabloid-sized 
throwaway when Victoria 
Press shut down. 
(“Throwaway” is a more than 
slightly malicious newspaper 
term for publications that are 
distributed free so as to 
guarantee substantial cir¬ 
culation to attract ad¬ 
vertisers. The term covers 
some fine papers as well as 
the absolute dregs.) 

The Victorian, which had 
already made heavy inroads 
into the real estate ad¬ 
vertising field, saw the op¬ 
portunity when the Times and 
Colonist were out of the way. 
It immediately added a 
Friday issue to its regular 
Wednesday issue, and its 
advertising salesmen went at 
a furious pace. 


The strain on the Victorian’s 
plant was almost un¬ 
believable. Papers ballooned 
to 96 tabloid pages, and all the 
material had to be gathered, 
prepared and set — about 
double the normal volume and 
twice as often. 

The Victorian’s little offset 
press, in a building on David 
Street, had to handle some 
issues in five separate runs, 
after which the sections of the 
paper were assembled by 
hand. 

The Victorian's editorial 
content, previously heavy on 
features, columns and 
opinion, was fleshed out with 
some hard local news, more 
pictures, and brief summaries 
of national and world events. 

The flood of advertising had 
horrible effects on the makeup 
of the inside of the paper. 
Probably the low point was 
the day the crossword puzzle 
clues had to be turned to 
another page — there just 
wasn’t enough space in one 
piece to take the whole thing. 

The last week in March, the 
Victorian added a Monday 
edition and began its 
changeover to broadsheet 
format — the standard 
newspaper page size. For a 
while, the paper made an odd 
mix from issue to issue: some 
days tabloid with its old 
masthead, other days 
broadsheet with a completely 
different style of masthead. 
Eventually, it was all 
broadsheet and in the new 
style. 

Paper sizes never let up. 
Recent issues have been 64 
pages broadsheet, a big 
newspaper. 

Some of the changes will be 
permanent. Publisher 
Damga^rd says the paper 
plans to maintain three issues 
a week in the new bigger 
format, and as much of the 
advertising as it can hang 
onto. Before the strike, it had 
a total staff of about 35, mostly 
full-time. It has added about 
30 people, most of them part- 
time workers. 

It has installed new equip¬ 
ment — none of it on the 
strength of the strike ac¬ 
cording to Damgaard — and 
expanded its offices on 
Government at Chatham into 
another section of the 
building. 

Editor Maury Gwynne says 
of the hectic six months: “It’s 
allowed us to do things we’ve 
wanted to do for a long time — 
like coming out more than 
once a week." 

Damgaard, questioned on 
how his staff managed such 
massive output, praised them 
as “good people with lots of 
heart.” 

“The adrenalin is flowing,” 
he added wryly. 

Another Victoria weekly that 
has thrived during the Vic¬ 
toria Press shutdown — 
although more modestly — is 
the Capital City Free Press, 
founded 13 months ago by Dan 
Heffeman. 

Its first year was a roller¬ 
coaster that went mostly 
down, as the stocky, bearded 
young publisher describes it. 

He started in April, 1973, in a 
big office on fort Street, 
distributing 60,000 copies free. 
Three months later, 
distribution was down to 
15,000 and the operation 
moved into a log cabin on 
Wilkinson Road. Later last 
summer the money ran out 
and things got very thin. 
Heffernan and one helper did 
everything, working for 
nothing, and managed to keep 
the paper going. 

Three weeks before the start 
of the Victoria Press strike, 
things were just starting to 
come alive. 
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“The municipal election 
brought an extra edition and 
lots of ads," Heffernan says. 
“We said, ‘Let’s really put on 
p push.’ ” 

The Free Press arranged to 
doube its free distribution to 
30,000 — “really make-or- 
break" — and as luck would 
have it, the first doubled issue 
coincided with the last paper 
published by Victoria Press 
for six months. 

“I ’didn’t even know the 
strike had happened," Hef¬ 
fernan recalls. “I’d been out 
of town and I came back and 
advertisers wepe phoning us.” 
The Free Press added the 
first of three full-time ad 
salesmen, raised its ad rates, 
tightened up its circulation 
system, and prospered. It has 
lost money on only one issue 
since December. 

In content, the CC Free Press 
of those days might be termed 
lacking in polish. It was 
opinionated and impolite and 
to many outsiders it appeared 
to have little future. 

A couple of months ago, 
Heffernan decided it wasn’t 
getting anywhere significant, 
and he made some big 
changes. From tabloid the 
Free Press went to broad¬ 
sheet, from throwaway it went 
to paid circulation, and from 
rude rabblerouser it went at 
least a short way toward what 
its publisher has in mind for it. 
“Our first (large-format) 
issue was too much like the 
Georgia Straight,” says 
Heffernan. “I was really 
distressed. What we want it to 
be is an informative, well- 
written, feature quality 
weekly. We’re working 
toward that.” 


The Free Press hired some 
Victoria Press people, in¬ 
cluding reporter Bill Lever as 
editor, is setting up its own 
composing room “in mid- 
June, if the stuff arrives," 
sells “roughly" 23,000 copies a 
week and gives away 1,600 
more, and figures to hold onto 
its gains. 

Meanwhile, at Sidney, the 
Review has been doing pretty 
well, too. 

Publisher John Manning 
says circulation is up 15 to 30 
per cent and revenue “a good 
25 per cent," and he attributes 
most of it to the Victoria Press 
tieup. He also has a new 
associate editor, Bruce Obee, 
a former Times staff man. 
“We’ve been getting ads 
from department stores and 
chain stores that we never {»ad 
before,” he said with 
satisfaction. “We used to run 
10 pages maximum, and now 
we’re going to 14 and 16 
pages." Weekly press run is 
up by 1,000. 

Circulating as far down the 
Saanich Peninsula as Royal 
Oak, the Review sees its gains 
as a long-term benefit rather 
than an instant bonanza. 

‘We hope to hang onto it,” 
says Manning. “People, 
especially on the peninsula, 
who hadn’t advertised very 
much before have tried us out 
and are telling us they’re 
going to stay. 

“It’s done us nothing but 
good." 

Another major weekly 
publisher, Gordon Root of the 
Juan de Fuca News-Review at 
Colwood, says he can’t detect 
much of an effect on his paper 
from the dailies’ shutdown. 


“We’ve added some cir¬ 
culation, but not more than we 
anticipated due to growth of 
the district,” he says. “We’ve 
gone up about 15 per cent in 
the past year, and maybe half 
that in the past six months," 
As for advertising, “Our 
position has improved hut the 
amount from the city is 
minimal. Our own district is 
growing rapidly,” Root says. 
“There have been some ad¬ 
ditional ads but it’s difficult to 
say how much is due to the 
shutdown of the dailies.” 

The News-Review covers the 
Langford-Colwood-Metchosin 
area, with some splashover 
into View Royal on one side 
and Sooke on the other. 

Root took a cautious view of 
sudden bonanzas in general: 
“There’s always the time you 
come back down to earth.” 
To Andy Bigg, publisher of 
the Cowichan Leader at 
Duncan, the Victoria Express 
crews were the people who 
took over his composing room 
at night, in an arrangement 
that was mutually profitable. 
Once the impossible early 
weeks were past, the Express 
type was set and pages 
assembled by Express crews 
in the Duncan shop, for which 
the Express paid an hourly 
fee. 

Necessary new equipment — 
two computers and four extra 
keyboards was shipped in 
from a sister paper at Powell 
River, much to the distress of 
the people there, whose 
modernization program was 
stopped cold. The equipment 
is to go back eventually, but 
meanwhile it was a lifesaver 
to the Express. 


Bigg is pleased with the 
absence of wear and tear on 
his shop, and glad he took the 
risk of bringing in $50,000 to 
$60,0000 worth of new 
equipment. 

“It’s been no windfall,” he 
said recently, “but it will help 
us get the equipment paid for 
sooner.” 

The Leader has gone up 
“considerably" in circulation, 
according to Bigg, “but I can’t 
say it was an effect of the 
shutdown. We’ve been run¬ 
ning a double-barrelled cir¬ 
culation campaign, and we've 
got the best editorial staff 
we’ve ever had.” The Colonist 
normally has a heavy cir¬ 
culation in the Duncan area. 

The Leader, like several 
Victoria-area papers, has an 
editor made available by the 
shutdown: Sharon Currie of 
the Colonist. Its sports editor, 
Rick Hammer, is another 
Colonist spinoff. Whether any 
or all of these will return to 
their former jobs or stay with 
the new ones is still not known 
at this writing. 

From the advertising 
standpoint, the Cowichan 
Leader has experienced an 
increase in business, but 
again the reason is not cer¬ 
tainly the interrupted com¬ 
petition. 

The Leader also publishes 
the weekly Pictorial at 
Duncan and the Victoria 
Pictorial News. Total staff at 
Duncan is still 65 at Duncan 
and 18 in Victoria. Biggs sees 
no changes in either Pictorial 
as a result of the shutdown. 

Like all papers nowadays, 
the Leader and its relatives 
have been in a bind over 
newsprint. Paper has been in 
short supply even for 
publications that haven’t 
expanded. Getting extra 
quantities has been very 
difficult but apparently not 
impossible. All the papers 
concerned here have 
managed quite a bit, if not all 
they would like. 

It has to be a sign of 
something when not a single 
publisher complains about 
costs, and all are visibly 
preoccupied with supplies of 
paper. 

Briefly, there are two ocher 
Victoria publications worth 
noting, for different reasons. 
One is the weekly Sport- 
caster, put out since early last 
year by Flynn Brothers 
Publishing, a family offshoot 
of Flynn Engraving at 1407 
Store Street. The Sportcaster 
is devoted entirely to local 
sports, and plenty of them, is 
sold on subscription only — 
about 3,000 at last count — and 
has deliberately not made any 
moves as a result of the 
dailies' absence. 

The other publication is 
virtually unclassifiable. . 
Named the B.C. Daily News, 
it’s a single-sheet pasteup of 
other papers’ type, rushed out 
in late afternoon and sold on 
downtown streets. 

Publisher Thomas Van 
Lumpkin, a wheelchair-bound 
Christian youth leader 
originally from Halifax, says 
the little paper’s main aim is 
to help handicapped people 
help themselves. 

Simple arithmetic says the 
B.C. Daily News is no gold 
mine, but it keeps plugging 
along “We’re supposed to be 
dead and buried and we 
should be dead and buried, but 
we re not,” says Van Lum¬ 
pkin. 

Which is more than can be 
said for the Express. 


These girls are just diamonds in the rough 


Diamonds may be a girl’s 
best friend—but not a hardball 
diamond coached by the head 
of Canadian Little League 
Baseball. 

“I think Little League would 
fold up if girls are forced on to 
boys’ teams,” said Victoria 
resident Wilf Cain, executive 
director of Little League 
Baseball of Canada. “I don’t 
see how it could carry on." 

However, 12-year-old 
Sherry Ford, of 784 Fairview, 
and Kathy Brown, 11, of 612 
Wilson* both want to par¬ 
ticiple in Little League 
hardball action. 

“I don’t think it would 
wreck things and I just don’t 
think it’s fair if girls can’t get 
to join,” said Sherry, a grade

six classmate of Kathy's at 
Vic West. 

Cain, a coach of youth 
sports in Victoria for 45 years. 


was commenting on a land¬ 
mark court decision in New 
Jersey in which a judge ruled 
in favor of a bid that would 
force integration of Little 
League teams. 

When the two Victoria girls 
applied to the league they 
were told they could not enter 
the hardball division but that 
there were plenty of softball 
leagues they could join. 

“I like the hardball rules— 
it’s more exciting,” said 
Sherry. “The boys say we’re 
goofy because the pitching’s 
overhand and girls pitch 
underhand. Well I can pitch 
overhandf.”. 

The New Jersey case is 
being appealed, Cain said, 
citing that Little League is 


chartered “boys only” in the 
U.S. and its 50,000 Canadian 
members are bound by the 
same rules. 

He said that in his ex¬ 
perience with girls and boys’ 
sports he has found “the odd 
girl" with as much athletic 
dexterity as a boy, but that 
generally girls are more 
prone to injury. 

“For girls, a blow in the 
chest area, though not serious 
at the time, could lead to 
brease cancer in later years," 
said Cain. “The same impact 
on a boy’s chest would be 
harmless." 

Sherry, who already owns a 
hardball, mitt and bat and 
practises pitching and hitting 
behind the school with Kathy 


after hours, brushes off the 
threat of injury. 

Falling off a bike, getting 
hit by a ball—what’s the 
difference?" she asks. “It 
doesn’t really scare me.” 

Sherry also rides horseback 
and feels exercise is as im¬ 
portant to women as to men: 
"Lots of ladies are fat because 
they don’t get enough exer¬ 
cise.” 

“There are a dozen games 
boys and girls can play 
together—tennis, badminton, 
golf ...” Cain insisted. “But 
there is no interest for girls in 
Little League. I have nothing 
against girls playing: I've 
coached them few- years and I 


love it—and I’ve always naa 
women on the association 
boards . . .” 

Cain said the “same” op¬ 
portunity was offered last 
year with formation of a girls’ 
league. “We changed the rules 
a bit and they use a softball 
and pitch underhand. 

There are now two divisions 
in the Victoria girls’ league, 
covering those 7-9 and 10-12 
years old. 

Sherry, speculating on her 
chances of joining the boys, 
said she and Kathy would 
probably be put in the outfield 

“I’d be happy though." she 
said, "because that would

give you a chance and they’d 
move you up if you were good 
“Even if they had separate 
girls teams and boys teams. 


that would be fine—we could 
compete against the boys. As 
long as I get to play hardball 

Cain said Little League's 
philosophy is not just 
baseball, “It is to train boys so 
they will develop character 
and grow up to be good 
citizens. 

"Dedication to sport in the 
early years of his life is the 
finest thing your child can 
have It will keep his mind off 
dating . , .’’ 

Mrs Margaret Ford, 
Sherry’s mother, said she 
could not see why there could 
not be a hardball league for 
girls. “For that matter, I don’t 
see anything wrong with the 
girls playing with the boys.”

15.000 feet, has already cost 
more than $2‘ j million and it 
still hasn't struck oil. It's even 
money it never will. 

Last month the drilling hit 
and other equipment were lost 
down the hole and. according 
to Amoco foreman Les Black, 
it cost at least $250,000. 

Experts estimate there may 
be 65 to 130 billion barrels of 
oil lying in depths of 600 feet 
around North America’s 
shoreline. If true, that would 
provide crude oil needs for the 
next 10 to 20 years. 

And there may be enough 
natural gas under shallow 
ocean water to last 15 to 25 
years. 

Costs are a constant worry 
offshore. In 100 feet of water, 
Amoco officials claim, a 
•production platform in the 
Gulf of Mexico can cost $3 
million. Each well drilled 
from the platform would cost 
an additional $600,000. 

At 400 feet, platform costs 
jump to about $10 million plus 
well costs of about $600,000 
each. 

In 1.000 feet of calm water, 
platform costs rise to $10 
million with wells at $700,000 
each. 

In contrast, cost of a similar 
well onshore would be about 
$250,000. 

Outside the balmy Gulf of 
Mexico, costs skyrocket even 
more. In Cook Inlet. Alaska, 
for example, the cost of a 
production platform can be 
800 per cent higher because of 
tides and ice floes. Critics 
point to these figures as an 
indication that much of the 
offshore oil cannot be 
recovered economically. 

So no matter how much oil is 
lying around out there, the 
days of the 30-cent gallon of 
gasoline are gone forever.

may board a bus in southern 
England — and automatically 
salute the driver. 

Normally a bus driver 
doesn’t rate a salute, but in 
this case the veteran will have 
recognized his former com- 
manding officer, 
Major General Derek Carrol, 
QBE. 

How’s that again? 

For Carroll, it’s all very 
logical. He’s simply fulfilling 
a boyhood ambition to drive a 
public service vehicle. Then it 
was probably a tram; today 
it’s double-decker buses. 


Carroll’s last job in the 
British army paid him 9,000 
pounds a year. Today, as a 
trainee bus driver, he earns 19 
pounds a week and hopes to 
pass his public vehicles test to 
earn a job paying 25 pounds a 
week. Most of all, he hopes for 
a job on new buses where 
driver and conductor are 
combined, so he can meet his 
passengers. 

When Carroll retired, he 
and his wife bought a house in 
Kent. 

"Then,” he says, "I began 
thinking about a job, and 
decided to fulfill my ambition 
to become a bus driver. I am 
used to heavy vehicles 
because for the first two years 
of the Second World War I 
drove a 16-ton armored 
command vehicle around the 
Western Desert in Africa.” 

Carroll went to the depot of 
the East Kent Road Car 
Company in Dover, near his 
home in Shepherdswell, and 
they gave him a trial run. 
Apparently impressed, they 
took him on as a trainee. 

"The company,” he says, 
"has very high standards and 
I am proud to be one of its 
employees. I go to Canterbury 
every day for instruction with 
three other trainees called 
Bill, Vic and Les. 

"They are a super lot and 
we have a great time together. 
Naturally I don’t flog my 
rank. To them I am just 
Derek. It is how you handle 
buses that counts, not your 
rank. They understand that I 
am just someone who wishes 
to succeed in their field. 

"Obviously it is unusual for 
a retired general to be driving 
buses, and it does not make 
much sense financially. 
Although I have my army 
pension my standard of living 
will suffer, and ultimately I 
may have to look for a better- 
paid job. Whatever happens, I 
want to remain in transport. 

"My wife has been a good 
trooper all our married life, 
and just thinks it is jolly good I 
am so happy in my work.”

NEW YORK - An am¬ 
bitious exploration effort that 
would boggle the imagination 
of Jules Verne will be un¬ 
dertaken by American and 
French deep submersibles 
this summer. 

They will make some 60 
drops into the volcanic-rift 
valleys of the mid-Atlantic, 
10,000 feet below the surface. 

The dives will be divided 
equally between the American 
craft Alvin and two French 
submersibles, the 
bathyscaphe Archimede and 
the "Diving Saucer” Cyana. 

Each submersible will have 
her own specialized mother 
ship. 

In the climatic phase of the 
three-year project they will 
try to enlarge knowledge of 
mid-ocean eruptions that 
change the contours of the 
ocean floor, generating 
earthquakes and metallic 
deposits as the eastern and 
western halves of the Atlantic 
are dragged apart. 

The concept that the 
Atlantic floor is spreading 
from the rift along its cen¬ 
treline ridge is part of the new 
view that the earth s surface 
is formed of gigantic plates 
that, for reasons yet unknown, 
are moving with respect to 
one another. 

In preparation for the dives, 
intensive mapping of the area, 
some 200 miles southwest of 
the Azores, has been carried 
out in the past two years. 

The most sophisticated 
photographic and sonar 
systems — some of them still 
classified by the military — 
have been used in the area by 
American, British and French 
vessels. 

In addition, the Archimede 
made seven preliminary dives 
last summer to see what could 
be expected in the steep- 
walled valley. 

The water pressure in the 
valley is sufficient to crush 
any ordinary submarine. The 


only lighting is provided by 
the craft’s lights, visibility 
being limited to a few dozen 
yards. 

The Arch ; .nedc, an elephant 
among submersibles, can onjy 
make two knots. On her first 
dive she was manned by a 
two-man crew under Lt.- 
Cmdr. Huet de Froberville, 
leader of the bathyscaphe 
group, with Dr. Xavier le 
Pichon as observer. Dr. le 
Pichon is chief scientist on the 
French side. Dr. James 
Heirtzler of the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution is 
his counterpart on the 
American side. 

This summer, it is hoped the 
Archimede will make four 
dives during four periods at 
sea between June 25 and Sept. 
2. She will have to be towed to 
and from port by her mother 
ship, the Marcel le Bihan. 

The Alvin, operated by 
Woods Hole for the Office of 
Naval Research, is to make 
three series of dives, from 
June 20 to Aug. 11. Her mother 
vessel will be the catamaran 
Lulu that’s capable of lifting 
Alvin out of the water. 

The Cyana will make four 
series of dives during the 
same period, concentrating on 
a transverse rift known as 
Fracture Zone A while the 
Alvin and the Archimede will 
concentrate on the main rift 
valley, between fracture 
zones A ahd B. 

Because the network of 
oceanic ridges and rifts ex¬ 
tend into all the world’s 
oceans it is often described as 
the most extensive feature of 
the earth’s solid surface. 

It is now widely believed 
that processes within the rifts 
manifest plate movements 
that are carrying the con¬ 
tinents "on their backs.” 

It also appears that ore 
deposits are bom within these 
rifts through eruptions of hot, 
metal-laden water.

15.000 feet, has already cost 
more than $2'- million and it 
still hasn’t struck oil It's even 
money it never will. 

Last month the drilling bit 
and other equipment were lost 
down the hole and. according 
to Amoco foreman Les Black, 
it cost at least $250,000. 

Experts estimate there may 
be 65 to 130 billion barrels of 
oil lying in depths of 600 feet 
around North America’s 
shoreline. If true, that would 
provide crude oil needs for the 
next 10 to 20 years. 

And there may be enough 
natural gas under shallow 
ocean water to last 15 to 25 
years. 

Costs are a constant worry 
offshore. In 100 feet of water, 
Amoco officials claim, a 
•production platform in the 
Gulf of Mexico can cost $3 
million. Each well drilled 
from the platform would cost 
an additional $600,000. 

At 400 feet, platform costs 
jump to about $10 million plus 
well costs of about $600,000 
each. 

In 1.000 feet of calm water, 
platform costs rise to $10 
million with wells at $700,000 
each. 

In contrast, cost of a similar 
well onshore would be about 
$250,000. 

Outside the balmy Gulf of 
Mexico, costs skyrocket even 
more. In Cook Inlet, Alaska, 
for example, the cost of a 
production platform can be 
800 per cent higher because of 
tides and ice floes. Critics 
point to these figures as an 
indication that much of the 
offshore oil cannot be 
recovered economically. 

So no matter how much oil is 
lying around out there, the 
days of the 30-cent gallon of 
gasoline are gone forever.

may board a bus in southern 
England — and automatically 
salute the driver. 

Normally a bus driver 
doesn't rate a salute, but in 
this case the veteran will have 
recognized his former com- 
manding officer, 
Major General Derek Carrol, 
OBE. 

How’s that again? 

For Carroll, it’s all very 
logical. He’s simply fulfilling 
a boyhood ambition to drive a 
public service vehicle. Then it 
was probably a tram; today 
it’s double-decker buses. 


Carroll’s last job in the 
British army paid him 9,000 
pounds a year. Today, as a 
trainee bus driver, he earns 19 
pounds a week and hopes to 
pass his public vehicles test to 
earn a job paying 25 pounds a 
week. Most of all, he hopes for 
a job on new buses where 
driver and conductor are 
combined, so he can meet his 
passengers. 

When Carroll retired, he 
and his wife bought a house in 
Kent. 

"Then,” he says, "I began 
thinking about a job, and 
decided to fulfill my ambition 
to become a bus driver. I am 
used to heavy vehicles 
because for the first two years 
of the Second World War I 
drove a 16-ton armored 
command vehicle around the 
Western Desert in Africa.” 

Carroll went to the depot of 
the East Kent Road Car 
Company in Dover, near his 
home in Shepherdswell, and 
they gave him a trial run. 
Apparently impressed, they 
took him on as a trainee. 

"The company,” he says, 
"has very high standards and 
I am proud to be one of its 
employees. I go to Canterbury 
every day for instruction with 
three other trainees called 
Bill, Vic and Les. 

“They are a super lot and 
we have a great time together. 
Naturally I don’t flog my 
rank. To them I am just 
Derek. It is how you handle 
buses that counts, not your 
rank. They understand that I 
am just someone who wishes 
to succeed in their field. 

“Obviously it is unusual for 
a retired general to be driving 
buses, and it does not make 
much sense financially. 
Although I have my army 
pension my standard of living 
will suffer, and ultimately I 
may have to look for a better- 
paid job. Whatever happens, I 
want to remain in transport. 

"My wife has been a good 
trooper all our married life, 
and just thinks it is jolly good I 
am so happy in my work.”

NEW YORK - An am¬ 
bitious exploration effort that 
would boggle the imagination 
of Jules Verne will be un¬ 
dertaken by American and 
French deep submersibles 
this summer. 

They will make some 60 
drops into the volcanic-rift 
valleys of the mid-Atlantic, 
10,000 feet below the surface. 

The dives will be divided 
equally between the American 
craft Alvin and two French 
submersibles, the 
bathyscaphe Archimede and 
the "Diving Saucer” Cyana. 

Each submersible will have 
her own specialized mother 
ship. 

In the climatic phase of the 
three-year project they will 
try to enlarge knowledge of 
mid-ocean eruptions that 
change the contours of the 
ocean floor, generating 
earthquakes and metallic 
deposits as the eastern and 
western halves of the Atlantic 
are dragged apart. 

The concept that the 
Atlantic floor is spreading 
from the rift along its cen¬ 
treline ridge is part of the new 
view that the earth’s surface 
is formed of gigantic plates 
that, for reasons yet unknown, 
are moving with respect to 
one another. 

In preparation for the dives, 
intensive mapping of the area, 
some 200 miles southwest of 
the Azores, has been carried 
out in the past two years. 

The most sophisticated 
photographic and sonar 
systems — some of them still 
classified by the military — 
have been used in the area by 
American, British and French 
vessels. 

In addition, the Archimede 
made seven preliminary dives 
last summer to see what could 
be expected in the steep- 
walled valley. 

The water pressure in the 
valley is sufficient to crush 
any ordinary submarine. The 


only lighting is provided by 
the oraft’s lights, visibility 
being limited to a few dozen 
yards. 

The Arch*.nede, an elephant 
among submersibles, can onjy 
make two knots. On her first 
dive she was manned by a 
two-man crew under Lt.- 
Cmdr. Huet de Froberville, 
leader of the bathyscaphe 
group, with Dr. Xavier le 
Pichon as observer. Dr. le 
Pichon is chief scientist on the 
French side. Dr. James 
Heirtzler of the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution is 
his counterpart on the 
American side. 

This summer, it is hoped the 
Archimede will make four 
dives during four periods at 
sea between June 25 and Sept. 
2. She will have to be towed to 
and from port by her mother 
ship, the Marcel le Bihan. 

The Alvin, operated by 
Woods Hole for the Office of 
Naval Research, is to make 
three series of dives, from 
June 20 to Aug. 11. Her mother 
vessel will be the catamaran 
Lulu that's capable of lifting 
Alvin out of the water. 

The Cyana will make four 
series of dives during the 
same period, concentrating on 
a transverse rift known as 
Fracture Zone A while the 
Alvin and the Archimede will 
concentrate on the main rift 
valley, between fracture 
zones A ahd B. 

Because the network of 
oceanic ridges and rifts ex¬ 
tend into all the world’s 
oceans it is often described as 
the most extensive feature of 
the earth’s solid surface. 

It is now widely believed 
that processes within the rifts 
manifest plate movements 
that are carrying the con¬ 
tinents "on their backs.” 

It also appears that ore 
deposits are born within these 
rifts through eruptions of hot, 
metal-laden water.

LONDON — The pimps and 
the prostitutes, the pompous 
and the proud, all have one 
thing in common — Piccadilly 
Circus. 

Glorified by members of the 
old guard as the hub of the 
British Empire, praised in 
song by homesick British 
Tommies. Piccadilly Circus 
has also been dubbed a neon- 
lit slum. 

People are its problems, 
giving town planners night¬ 
mares as they ponder how to 
meld people and road traffic 
into an harmonious mix. 

Piccadilly is the world’s 
best-known traffic in¬ 
tersection. Six of London’s 
most important streets 
radiate from it like the spokes 
of a wheel. 

Underneath its asphalt, 
dappled with pigeon drop¬ 
pings, is a subway station that 
handles 50 milliqB passengers 
annually. 

Britain's swankiest jostle 
and compete for room in 
Piccadilly Circus with the rest 
of its ever-changing 
population — teen-age 
prostitutes, pimps, drug 
addicts and pushers, 
homosexuals, police and pick¬ 
pockets. 

The tourist on his first trip 
abroad, the bon vivant on his 
way to the Cafe Royal, 
rollicking Scots soccer fans 
flock to the sky-high neon 
advertisements and the hot 
dog aroma of the city’s only 
true centre. 

For 15 years London 
planners have been trying to 
redesign the Circus so as to 
give cars more space yet 
leave enough room for the 
people who hustle around the 
central aluminum statue of 
Eros. 


Londoners have howled 
down their attempts, largely 
centred on sterile office slabs 
and such architectural ab¬ 
surdities as ruddy-toned 
asphalt. 

The redesigning campaign 
has been cynically described 
as “the longest running 
disaster in the history of 
London planning.” 

Inability to come to grips 
with the problem has taken its 
toll. Buildings have been 
allowed to go to seed. One 
corner of the most valuable 
urban property is a parking 
lot, hidden by tall neon 
signboards. 

Anti-pigeon grease smears 
la mp-posts, broken 
hypodermics clutter subway 
stairs, round-the-clock sadism 
movies add to the shoddiness. 
Yet the Circus is still loved by 
native and tourist alike. 

Perched between the 
sophistications of Mayfair and 
sins of Soho, the Circus still 


.survives, even gaining from 
the only attempt to ever 
impose a grand design on 
London planning — John 
Nash’s abortive Grand 
Townscape Parade of the 
1800s. 

The nearby London 
Palladium, one of the city’s 
most famous music halls, still 
packs them in, although skin 
flicks are its only fare. Pubs 
abound for the thirsty, in¬ 
cluding an Irish cellar spot 
where patrons guzzle 3,500 
pints of dark, heavy Guinness 
a week. 

The most pleasing side of 
the Circus is to the south, 
where the Criterion block 
contains an underground 
theatre, an oval-shaped 
elevator that serves five floors 
of posh banquet halls, a 
Victorian-style pub, a 
restaurant and one of the 
world’s best-known sporting 
goods stores, Lily whites. 

A plan for this site has been 


made and may be the first 
Piccadilly facelift to survive 
public criticism. 

Reason for optimism by the 
planners is a plan to restore 
the Circus’ former grandeur 
instead of replacing buildings. 

If the plan survives, back 
will come the gold mosaic hall 
where Dr. Watson first met 
Sherlock Holmes. The 
Criterion Theatre and all the 
best parts would remain with 
more of the same style grafted 
to a new building. 

If this happens, the shade of 
Robert Baker, the London 
tailor who built a-great hall in 
the area in the 1600s, will be 
vindicated. 

His neighbors called the 
area Piccadilly Circus, 
peeked at what they termed 
the “uppitiness” of a self- 
made man. The name was to 
remind Baker that his wealth 
was derived from such drab 
items as collars — or 
pickadils.

Agonizing calm, fog dog start of 74 Swiftsure 

Graybeard first across 
in Swiff sure '74 


Brisk breezes, sunny skies 
and throngs of spectators all 
turned out Sunday to make the 
finish of the 1974 Swiftsure 
yachting classic one of the 
most colorful and exciting on 
record after a start dogged by 
thick fog and lack of wind. 

First over the finish line at 
12:09.44 p.m. was Lol Killam’s 
73-foot ketch Graybeard from 
the Royal Vancouver yacht 
Club. 

The Graybeard, with its 
distinctive blue and yellow 
spinnaker, qualified for the 
City of Victoria, Canadian 
Forces and Ocean Cement 
trophies. However, corrected 
time for the handicap race 
was not available at press 
time and other Swiftsure 
entries were hours and miles 
behind in the 136.2-mile event. 

First over the line in the 
75.6-mile Juan de Fuca race 
was Gem, a 29-foot sloop 


skippered by Ray Fiedler of 
Seattle’s Corinthian Yacht 
Club, at 8:13.59 a.m. 

However, unofficial 
corrected-time results put 
Seattle’s Bob Vynne with his 
26-foot sloop June Bug in top 
spot at 8:43.15. 

Vynne, described by race 
officials as “a really great 
sportsman,” is famous for a 
flock of victories in six-metre 
sailing^.competition. 

A record 262 boats was 
entered in this year’s Swift¬ 
sure and Juan de Fuca run — 
each limited to 50 hours. 

Because of crowding at the 
start line off Beacon Hill 
Park, the start was divided in 
two for 9:10 and 9:25 a.m. 
Saturday. 

But heavy fog and lack of 
wind delayed the 9:10 start 
until 9:25. Then at 9:25 a false 
start was called after a bank 
of fog blanked out part of the 


start line. The first start was 
then postponed indefinitely. 

it was not very exciting at 
all,” said one race official. 
‘‘The boats drifted all about, a 
pea soup fog rolled in, and 
there was no wind at all.” 

Hundreds of spectators 
along the parkshore thinned 
down to normal park traffic 
by the time the first start was 
finally made at 10:55. The 
second start — mainly the 
Juan de Fuca entries — didn’t 
move off until about noon 
when the wind picked up. The 
winds stayed for the rest of the 
race. 

‘‘It’s been the most con¬ 
trasting weather yet,” said 
race committee chairman 
Tony Burton. ‘‘We’ve also had 
an unusual number of with¬ 
drawn boats. 

Burton said 29 boats 
dropped out — two with 


broken masts, two with torn 
sails, and the remainder 
suffering sundry other 
damage or quitting because of 
the slow start.

University of Victoria 
should overhaul facilities for 
part-time students who are at 
a “great disadvantage and 
have a difficult time getting 
financial aid,’’ UVic’s 
graduating valedictorian 
Louise Siew-Budd told con¬ 
vocation Saturday.

“Wages are deplorable 
for clerical and I would 
suggest that it is high time 
that clerical staff be con¬ 
sidered skilled labor.” 


Day care facilities for the 
use of students, both part-time 
and full-time, and staff should 
be greatly expanded, she said, 
“and course content is 
another area in the university 
that needs looking into.

Downward clothing trend 
could leave shelves bare 


Henzie pushes tricycle to repair area 


Gifts of clothing to Vic¬ 
toria’s Goodwill Enterprises 
are down this year and of¬ 
ficials are puzzled. 

“We are very, very short of 
clothing," said Alec Reid, 
community relations officer. 
“The need is urgent.” 

Reid said that this time last 
year Goodwill had 62 carts of 
clothing on hand. The supply 
now is down to 10, just enough 
to fill one day’s requirements. 

“We have our big demand in 
July and August and then in 
November and December,” 
he went on. "This means we 
have to stockpile in between. 
If we aren’t stockpiling we’ll 
run short." 

He said it was the lowest 
supply since Goodwill began 
operations in th« late 1950s. 
Clothing represents about 45 
per cent of items reworked 
and sold. 

“We hope this downward 
trend will be reversed soon 
and we’ll start getting 
clothing in our usual volume," 
Reid said. 

Clothing and other itmes are 
the life blood of the operation 
which provides vocational 
training, rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices and continuing em¬ 
ployment for disabled person 
on Vancouver Island. 

The service is open to 
anyone between the ages of 18 
and 65 who can’t get a job 
because of physical, 
psychological or social 
handicaps. 

Training is available in 
assembly line sorting, dry 
cleaning, laundering, repair, 
pricing and stock control of 
textiles; repair of radios and 
TVs, wheel goods and toys; in

Forehead 
to ground 

OTTER ROCK, Ore. - A 29- 
year-old American Buddhist 
monk is taking a 1,200-mile 
walking trip up the Pacific 
coast, touching his forehead to 
the ground every third step.

upholstery, woodworking, 
painting, warehousing and 
janitorial services, kitchen 
and domestic service, 
telephone answering, 
reception and retail sales. 

The rehabilitation centre on 
Bay Street supplies retail 
stores in Victoria, Duncan, 
Nanaimo and Courtenay. 
There is also a small elec¬ 
trical <and woodworking shop 
in Courtenay. 

Ian Bremner, who is 
responsible for the whole 
operation, said this week his 
budget for the year would run 
to about $900,000. 

About 70 per cent of it will go 
for wages, the rest for 
operating costs and mortgage 
payments, he said. 

Last year Goodwill placed 
41 handicapped people in jobs 
and, so far this year, 20 have 
been placed. 

“Our heaviest stress is on 
vocational rehabilitation for 
placement," he said. “We 
don’t want this to be a ter¬ 
minal workshop but we have 
to recognize that some can’t 
move on.” 

He estimated about one 
quarter would not be able to 
move to other jobs. 

Referrals come from public 
and private agencies on the 
island as well as from the 
Victoria Regional Aid to the 
Handicapped committee. 

The professional staff 
consists of a consultant 
physician, director of 
rehabilitation, personnel 
director, vocational coun¬ 
sellor, social worker and 
industrial nurse. Goodwill 
pays 20 per cent of their 
salaries, the provincial 
government the balance. 

The rehabilitation centre on 
Bay Street is a bright, clean, 
quietly busy place. 

Goodwill trucks pull into the 
loading platform to off-load 
cargoes of clothing and other 
items picked up from 60 
deposit bins on Southern 
Vancouver Island or furniture 
and other articles picked up at 
homes. 

The articles are distributed 
through the 40.000-square foot 
building for fumigating, 
cleaning, repairing and 
tagging to make them ready 
for sale in Goodwill’s retail 
stores. 

Brian Wilson and Frankie 
Walker work in the receiving 
office, taking calls for pickups 
and scheduling trips for the 
trucks, and they man the 
switchboard when required. 

Wilson, 31, gets about in a 
motorized wheelchair. He has 
been in his job for about five 
years and says he enjoys 
talking to people over the 
phone. He was the subject of a 
National Film Board movie— 
He’s Not the Walking Kind- 
directed by his sister, Sandy 
Wilson, who was with the 
NFB at the time it was 
made. 

Barney Henzie has worked 
for Goodwill for three years. 
Now 60, he was once a farm 
laborer on the Prairies and a 
logger. Legless, he found 
employment elusive and is 
thankful that he can do pricing 
and shipping in his present 
job. He’s a cheerful addition to 
the staff. 

Goodwill facilities are used 
for the preparation and 
distribution of Meals on 
Wheels in Greater Victoria 
under the co-ordination of the 
Silver Threads. 

About 167 meals are 
delivered at noon each week¬ 
day at a cost to the consumer 
of 75 cents, most of them going 
to elderly people who can’t 
prepare hot meals for 
themselves. 

The Goodwill kitchen, under 
the direction of Chef Patrick 
Hennon, prepares 300 meals a 
day including Meals on 
Wheels. 

Goodwill in Victoria grew 
out of a group of eight han¬ 
dicapped employees, led by 
the late Fred Blakeney, who 
had been sponsored by the 
League of the Handicapped. 

Blakeney, a muscular 
dystrophy patient since his 
early 20s, went to the Rotary 
Club of Victoria for financial 
help and business guidance. 

The present store on Yates 
Street was opened in 1957 and 
various buildings were used 
for workshops. One of the 
buildings with its stock and 
workshops, was destroyed by 
fire in 1964. The new building 
on Bay Street, named 
Blakeney House in honor of 
the local founder, was built in 
1966 at a cost of $550,000.

Texan tops in crashless Indy 500 


INDIANAPOLIS - Johnny 
Rutherford, who never led 
even for a lap in nine previous 
tries, Sunday won the 58th 
running of the Indianapolis 
SCO, auto-racing’s most- 
prestigious event. 

The popular Texas veteran 
drove brillianty to stay on the 
front end, except for a few 
laps, after A. J. Foyt lost 
about 38 seconds during a pit 
stop both took on the 62nd lap. 

Rutherford averaged 
158.589 miles an hour, not 
seriously threatening the 
record 162.962 mph set by 
Mark Donohue in 1972. 

Bob Unser, who was among 


the first four from the start 
and spent most of the race in 
second or third place, finished 
second. Behind him, in order, 
were Bill Vukovich, 1973- 
winner Gordon Johncock, and 
England’s David Hobbs, 
Rutherford’s teammate. 

Foyt, who had won the pole 
position for his record 17th 
consecutive appearance in the 
race, lost his chance at a 
record fourth victory when he 
developed engine trouble with 
less than 60 laps remaining 
and had to drop out. He was 
running second at the time. 

Wally Dallenbach, 
averaging a record 187.681 


mph for the first two laps, was 
the first leader. But he ran 
into early motor trouble, and 
Foyt moved into the lead on 
the third lap. 

Foyt stayed out front, ex¬ 
cept for brief periods after his 
first two pit stops, until the 
62nd lap That was when the 
first of the seven yellow flags 
appeared, and he and 
Rutherford, who had shot up 
from the 25th starting position 
to become runner-up on the 
21st lap, decided to take ad¬ 
vantage of the slowdown to 
make pit stops. 

Rutherford’s crew got him 
out in about 15 seconds, but 


there was a mix-up for Foyt 
and he was in the pits for 53 
seconds, and came out to find 
Rutherford with a good lead. 

Rutherford stayed as the 
leader until a pit stop on the 
126th lap. Foyt reclaimed the 
lead there, but lost it when he 
had to pit again. His crew got 
him out in 12 seconds, but he 
was flagged in a few laps later 
when he developed motor 
trouble, and Bobby Unser 
became Rutherford’s chief 
problem. 

Unser, who had been lapped 
by Rutherford on the 108th 
lap, actually managed to get 
out front for a few seconds 


when Rutherford had a 27- 
second pit stop after 175 laps. 
But Unser had to refuel, and 
Rutherford was quickly back 
in front. 

Rutherford had about an 11- 
second edge when both had 
made their last pit stops, and 
he was about 16 seconds to the 
good with 10 of the 200 laps 
remaining. 

Attrition was heavy during 
the running of one of the most 
accident-free Indianapolis 
events ever. While there were 
no crashes and only a spin or 
two despite early speed which 
produced records up to the 
90th lap (an average 161.777 


mph for Rutherford), there 
were many mechanical 
troubles. 

Later casualties in addition 
to Foyt were Tom Sneva, the 
hope of the Pacific Northwest, 
and, A1 Unser, who had driven 
exceptionally well to come 
through the pack and engage 
his brother in a third-place 
battle. 

Sneva, the Washington State 
rookie who was driving a car 
owned and prepared by Grant 
King, who came out of Vic¬ 
toria, B.C. to make a name for 
himself in big time racing, 
ran into gear trouble about the 
half-way point.

Enthusiasm revived 
by cross-country 


Claremont finished second 
in the 10th annual Vancouver 
Island track and field meet, 
but you certainly couldn’t 
blame Tom Michell. 

The 18-year-old speedster 
did all he could to help 
Claremont wrest the cham¬ 
pionship from Mt. Douglas, 
winning two individual events 
in record times and anchoring 
two relay teams to second- 
plac^ finishes on his home 
track. 

But at the end, Claremont 
fell 86 points short, 548-462, 
and Michell lost the out- 
standing-male-performer 
award to Nanaimo’s Phil 
Olsen, who threw the javelin 
232 feet in eliminations and 190 
feet in the finals to smash the 
1970 record of 170 feet, eight 
inches set by Chuck Champion 
of Mt. Douglas. 

Michell’s records came in 
the 200-metre final, where he 
finished in 22.5 seconds, 
knocking three-tenths of a 
second off a record set by Len 
Amos of Nanaimo in 1967 and 
equalled a year later by Bill 
Fedin of Mt. Douglas, and in 
the 400-metre final, where he 
finished in 49.7 seconds to 
shave two-tenths of a second 
off the 1970 mark set by Oak 
Bay’s Dan Ryan. 

The performance almost 
equalled Michell’s output a 
week earlier at the Greater 
Victoria meet, where he won 
the 100, 200 and 400 finals, 
running in two relays as well. 

Although he was en¬ 
couraged to run at Mount 
Newton Junior High by Don 
Burgess, Michell wasn’t that 


enthusiastic about track when 
he came to Claremont last 
year. 

“When I came up here,” 
Michell admitted, “I decided I 
wasn’t going to run anymore. 
It seemed too much to do. I 
don’t know what changed my 
mind.” 

Thinking about it further, 
Michell thought the credit 
should go to teachers Gerry 
Montgomery and Peter 
Simmonds. They seemed to 
kindle the interest in Michell,, 
who then joined the Victoria 
Flying “Y” Track Club. 
Michell has switched over to 
the Victoria Mercuries in the 
last two months and is under 
the watchful eye of coach 
George Dean 

“In junior high, I was doing 
the 100 and 200 and I couldn’t 
beat Bruce Vye (who was then

stated. 

The pattern was the same I 
last year but through ' 
dedication and hard training, 
Michell has turned it around. 

“I don’t mind getting beat 
by someone who’s worked that 
hard, ” admitted Vye, who saw 
Michell's back three times in 
the Greater Victoria meet and j 
once at the Island cham¬ 
pionship. “His style has really 
improved.” 

The improvement can be 
directly attributed to his ' 
cross-country training. 
Michell said he no longer feels 
the fatigue he used to. 

“I started cross-country this 
year and that helped—a lot. 
Last year I always tightened 
up the last 50 yards.” 

Simmonds recalls that 
Michell had a “hayseed” 
image when he came to 
Claremont. He remembers 
when Michell received an 
invitation last summer to 
compete in the Canada 
Summer Games in Burnaby 
and New Westminster and he 
was undecided about going 
because it conflicted with the 
Saanichton Fair. 

Now Michell’s priorities are 
straightened around and he 
can be touted as a contender 
in both the 200 and 400 events 
in the B.C. championships 
Thursday and Friday at 
Minoru Park in Richmond.

Many sports events require large numbers 
erf organizers, officials and behind-the-scenes 
assistants who are seldom noticed by spec¬ 
tators, but few demand more planning and 
more people at work than does a major track 
and field meet. 

Certainly it was no exception during the 1974 
Vancouver Island senior secondary track and 
field meet when the cameraman aimed his 
lens at views behind the scenes. 

Co-directors Gill Quiney and Stan Gill had an 
enormous task in setting up the 50-event 
meet, which included over 600 athletes from 
16 Island schools. 

Each field event requires at least one judge 
and two people to handle the measuring tapes 
and distance markers, while the track events 
require one official armed with a stop watch, 
for every runner. 

Typists and stenographers are required to 
record the results as they are made official 
and have mimeographed sheets ready for the 
newspaper, television and radio almost 
immediately. 

Announcers, starters, scorekeepers, 
equipment-handlers, maintenance workers 
and awards judges are also a necessity at 
any well-organized meet. 

At the Island meet, officials worked through 
an almost torrential downpour most of the 
afternoon, but still managed to hold each 
event on schedule and fiinish the meet on 
time. 

But the work doesn’t end when the last event 
is run, as equipment must be put away, the 
field re-groomed, the awards handed out and 
all standings and records listed for future 
reference. 

Along with the satisfaction that comes with 
the helping young athletes improve and enjoy 
themselves, is the pleasure of discussing 
performance highlights at the usual after- 
meet party.

Failure of the movies 
surprising TV trend 


If there was a significant TV' 
programming trend in the 
past season, it wasn’t so much 
the slippage of the Bunkers or 
the emergence of the Waltons 
as it was the failure of the 
movies.

Only one has been cancelled 
but that was because of the 
Sonny and Cher marriage 
breakup and Sonny will be 
back with an ABC variety 
hour. 

The second 10 were Disney, 
Bob New Hart, Columbo et al, 
Gunsmoke, Six Million Dollar 
Man, Happy Days, Good 
Times, Barnaby Jones, NFL 
football and CBS Friday 
Movies.

“Between the two govern¬ 
ments, the mining industry of

“We wish to point out that 
Bill 31 has already resulted in 
the curtailment of exploration 
in the province and many 
people are out of work 
because of it,” said the letter.

The Vancouver Board of 
Trade has also sent a letter to 
Labor Minister Bill King 
criticizing the royalty system 
under the new legislation. 


“Royalties seem to have 
become confused with taxes 
on profits,” it said, “. . . and 
profits have become 
synonymous with gross 
revenue before the related 
costs of production and 
marketing are applied.”

A stunning upheaval in the 
recent B.C. Closed cham¬ 
pionship in Vancouver has left 
B.C. chess players wondering 
just what is happening at the 
provincial chess level.

The fact that Victoria’s 
water is soft is good news for 
parents worried about 
possible lead poisoning in 
infants from water boiled in 
electric kettles. 

A University of B.C. 
pharmacologist says that 
hard water or water high in 
acidity increases the amount 
of lead solder released in 
electric kettles. 

Dr. Morley Sutter said 
children are particularly 
susceptible to lead poisoning. 
Adults can store larger 
amounts of the mineral 
harmlessly in the bones, he 
said. 

Canadians have been 
warned by the federal 
government not to use electric 
kettles, especially in 


preparing food for infants, 
until tests on the danger of 
lead poisoning are completed. 

Dr. Earl Hallonquist, for¬ 
mer director of wood products 
research for MacMillan 
Bloedel, said he believes 
Toronto’s method of 
fluoridation, using 
hydrofluosilic acid, may have 
affected tests on water from 
electric kettles done there 
which prompted the govern¬ 
ment warning. 

Hydrofluosilic acid is the 
best acid known for dissolving 
lead, he said. 

Tests in Toronto last week 
showed eight out of nine 
kettles failed tests after a 
seven-month-old baby was 
found suffering from lead 
poisoning.

A new and more serious 
five-count narcotics charge 
was read Friday in Victoria 
Provincial Court against three 
men arrested in Sooke during 
the Victoria Day holiday- 
weekend and a woman 
arrested in Burnaoy Thurs¬ 
day. 

Bail was refused by Judge 
V'illiam Ostler for two of the 
men and set at $5,000 for the 
third. Dates for a preliminary 
hearing that could take five 
days were expected to be set 
this week, when bail was to be 
discussed for the woman. 

The case began at about 3 
p.m. May 18 when two teenage 
boys camping near Whiffin 
Spit in Sooke, 25 miles south¬ 
west of Victoria, went for a 
walk along the beach and saw 
about 10 stacked cardboard 
boxes which they thought 
might contain marijuana. 

Police were not notified 
until evening and, by the time 
a constable arrived around 
9:30 p.m., the stack of boxes 
partly hidden under a sandy 
bank had grown to a total of 
21 . 

Seven policemen set up a 
stakeout and one man was 
arrested at 1 a.m. May 19 
after a truck was driven up to 
the isolated area. Two others 
were picked up five hours 
later at Sooke Harbour 
Marina, where a U.S.- 
registered pleasure craft was 
later seized. 

RCMP said the 21 boxes 
contained a total of 565 pounds 
of marijuana. 

A joint Sooke RCMP charge 
was read Tuesday before 
Ostler against John Lyle 
Babcock, 27, Michael Reynard 
Lalain, 30, and Ronnie 
Richard Larsen, all residents 
of the Nanaimo area. 


The three counts charged 
conspiracy “with persons 
unknown" to traffic in 
marijuana, trafficking in 
marijuana and possession of 
marijuana for the purpose of 
trafficking. 

By the time the men were 
called Friday for bail 
discussion, a new joint charge 
had been drafted. It in- 
coporated the original counts 
plus two new ones of im¬ 
porting marijuana and con¬ 
spiracy to import marijuana, 
again “with persons 
unknown." 

The new charge was read 
against the three men and 
Tereen Frances Zimmerman, 
23, of Burnaby, and then 
remanded to this week for 
choice of hearing dates. 

Ostler granted the request 
of defence lawyer Kenneth 
Steinberg for an order 
prohibiting publication or 
broadcast of statements made 
during the bail discussion. 

It ended with Ostler 
refusing bail for Babcock and 
Lalain and setting bail for 
Larsen at $5,000. 

RCMP investigators 
declined comment on the 
arrest of the woman. They 
said they had traced a 
possible ownership of the 18- 
foot boat seized in Sooke but 
would not give details. 

A five-day preliminary 
hearing of the charge could 
not take place in Ostler’s court 
until September unless cases 
already scheduled were 
cleared. 

Defence lawyer for the 
hearing and any eventual trial 
is expected to be Sidney 
Simons of Vancouver.

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Scott block tenants out in the cold 


An 86-ycar-old woman who 
has lived in the same apart¬ 
ment building for 17 years has 
been given one month’s notice 
to get out. 

The 80 other people in the 
apartment block, the majority 
of them old-age pensioners, 
have also been told to leave 
and most of them have no 
place to go. 

“You really figure that 
you’re here for life and then 
something like this happens,’’ 
said Mrs. Agnes Puym, who 
has lived in Apartment 36 of 
the Scott Apartment Block, at 
the corner of Douglas and 


Hillside, for 17 years. 

Residents of the Scott Block 
were given their notice May 17 
and told to be out by the end of 
June. 

Although some have 
already found new places with 
the help of friends or 
relatives, most have no idea of 
even where to start looking. 

The building is beirig shut 
down for renovations for five 
or six months, according to 
the company which manages 
it, but there are rumors it has 
been or will be sold to the 
provincial government Jor 
office space. 


Mrs. Puym, like most of the 
Soctt residents, is worried 
about what she is going to 
have to pay for another place 
to live. 

Rent in the Scott Block runs 
between $70 and $80 per 
month. 

“The rates are so high in 
other places and we just 
haven’t got it,” she said. 

“If we have to pay $125 a 
month for a place to live then 
there is just nothing left to live 
on.” 

Mrs. Puym considers the 
Scott her home. After 17 years 
she knows many of the other 


residents and has friends who 
drop in on her every day. 

“It doesn’t seem right." 

The Scott Block, one of 
Victoria’s landmarks, was 
built in 1912 and some of the 
residents have been there a 
very long time. Down the hall 
from Mrs. Puym lives a 92- 
year-old woman who has been 
in the same apartment for 36 
years. 

On Friday, a lone workman 
was tearing plaster off the hall 
ceilings, taking a look at the 
structural beams underneath. 

Residents gathered in small 
groups in the hallway to watch 


him and they were not 
pleased. 

“You’d think they’d at least 
wait until the bodies were 
cold,’’ said Marjorie Mc¬ 
Donald of Apartment 34. 

“They really shouldn’t be 
tearing the walls down around 
us,” she said. 

Jim Nelson of Victoria 
Rental A d Service is worried 
about placing the old people in 
new apartments. 

Of the 80 who need places to 
live, Nelson said he could 
perhaps place 20 of them, but 
no more. 

They should have been 


given three months’ notice, 
Nelson said. 

J. S. Vennard, manager of 
Belmont Management Ltd., 
which manages the Scott 
Block owned by Hawarth 
Investments Ltd., said the 
company was going to 
renovate the whole bujlding. 

“It’s been around aT long 
time and there comes a time 
when you have to put some 
monev back into it." 

Vennard said the plumbing 
system would be overhauled 
and the exterior of the 
building steam cleaned. 


He said he thought the 
building would be opened up 
as apartments again in five or 
six months, “but that really 
depends on the decision of the 
owners after the renovations 
are done." 

Vennard said the building 
had not been sold to the 
provincial government or 
anyone else. 

“It’s unfortunate that the 
old people have to move out 
but the building has to be 
vacant so the renovations can 
be done.” 


Superboard idea 
'too big'—Cocke 


Acupuncture probed 


Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke does not like the idea of 
one ‘‘superboard’’ governing 
all acute-care hospitals in the 
Capital District. 

And it looks as if regional 
politicians will be asked to 
think yet again about their 
plan for consolidating 
regional hospital ad¬ 
ministration and expanding 
the district’s acute-care 
facilities. 

The health minister told a 
B.C. Medical Association 
convention last week he 
thought the planned super¬ 
board was “too big, I think it 
becomes cumbersome" and 
he did not want the individual 
Victoria hospitals to lose their 
“grass roots identity.” 

Cocke told the doctors he 
favored hospital co¬ 
ordination, with each hospital 


contributing a “planning 
factor” but “you don’t have to 
have everything under one 
roof administratively” to 
achieve that. 

Interviewed after his lun¬ 
cheon address, Cocke was 
asked whether this meant the 
setting up of yet another 
regional hospital advisory 
committee to make yet 
another report. “I don’t think 
so,” he replied, noting that the 
controversial issue of hospital 
regionalization had dragged 
on for years. 

Cocke said some concrete 
proposal could be expected 
"within weeks.” 

The minister’s an¬ 
nouncement was greeted 
enthusiastically by Dr. 
Charles Ireland. Victoria 
Medical Society president, 
who told The Express: “I’m 


happy that he feels as the 
doctors in Victoria feel that 
one adminstration for three 
hospitals is too big.” 

The plan for a single board 
was the major recom¬ 
mendation from the advisory 
committee to the regional 
hospital board in a report 
released last month. 

The recommendation and a 
number of others were ap¬ 
proved by regional directors 
and awaited the blessing of 
Cocke. 

Now it looks as if the ad¬ 
visory committee report — 
the last in a line of reports 
stretching back more than a 
decade — will have to be 
substantially altered before 
the critical task of planning 
for the region’s future acute 
care needs can begin in 
earnest. 


Province hires Foulkes 
for patients' need study 


Dr. Richard Foulkes, who 
prepared a seven-volume 
blueprint for B.C.’s future 
health system, will now be • 
employed by the government 
to study the over all needs of 
patients requiring long-term 
care. 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke made the an¬ 
nouncement that Foulkes 
would report on a “co¬ 
ordinated chronic care 
program" during an address 
to the B.C. Medical 
Association Friday. 


Interviewed later, Cocke said 
the study, scheduled for 
completion next January, 
would include a wide range of 
treatment and facilities and 
cover what is now known as 
extended care, intermediate 
care, personal care and home 
care. 

He said the new report would 
not be simply a further mini- 
Foulkes-report because the 
consultant would be “working 
right along” with the 
government and in con¬ 
junction with the human 


resources and housing 
departments.” 

Cocke explained at the 
luncheon that hitherto people 
in need of long-term care had 
been emotionally and 
economically upset by being 
shuffled from place to place 
and an extended care can¬ 
didate in Powell River might 
land up in New Westminster. 

He said that Foulkes’ 
background in hospital ad¬ 
ministration and knowledge of 
the province made him 
eminently suitable to carry 
out the streamlining job. 


Researchers will come up 
with a scientific explanation 
of how acupuncture works as 
a pain-killer within the next 
five years. 

That prediction was made 
by University of B.C. 
physiology professor Dr. 
Hugh McLennan who said it 
was likely the mysterious 
Chinese technique operated 
“at least in part” by 
triggering a mechanism in the 
body’s nervous system. 

McLennan told a B.C. 
Medical Association con¬ 
vention last week that this 
“neurological mechanism” 
(probably involving spine and 
brain) would be unravelled by 
scientists in the “not 
desperately distant future.” 

He later told The Express it 
was mainly a question of 
putting together “what we 
already know about pain 
sensation” and predicted 
researchers would arrive at a 
solution within five years. 

McLennan said he was 
“absolutely sure” acupunc¬ 
ture was not a “suggestive 
thing” (like hypnosis) and 
hinted the needles somehow 
acted as a "counter-irritant” 
in the body’s nervous system. 

The neuro-physiology ex¬ 
pert was guest speaker on a 
“close-up on acupuncture 
panel” Friday moderated by 
Dr. peter Banks, president of 
both Canadian and British 
Medical associations. 

Also on the panel was 
acupuncture-sceptic Dr. 
Terence Murphy, a Liverpool-

born doctor now assistant 
anesthesiology professor at 
the University of Washington, 
who quipped that “pain and 
strain is mainly in the brain.” 

Murphy pointed out that 
medical scientists still have a 
“very poor understanding of 
pain as a neuro-physiological 
mechanism" and it was a 
“very complicated’’ 
phenomenon modified by 
many factors. 

The question that had to be 
asked about using acupunc¬ 
ture as an analgesic (pain¬ 
killer), said Murphy, was “is 
it better than what we have to 
offer in north America? 

What is going to work in 
China is not necessarily going 
to work here." 

Murphy urged controlled 
clinical trials rather than 
restricting “the public from 
getting acupuncture: “we’ve 
really got to find whether this 
thing does work ... all we do 
is we stand up here and we 
talk and talk and we don’t 
really get that much further.” 

Murphy said he expected 
future trials would show 
acupuncture is only “ap¬ 
propriate for certain kinds of 
conditions rather than a 
panacea for everything.” 

So far results from chronic 
pain-sufferers receiving 
acupuncture treatment at 
Murphy’s own Seattle pain 
clinic were “very disap¬ 
pointing.” 

Out of 50 patients, only one 
received “long-term relief”, 
while four got relief from pain 
provided they had acupunc¬ 
ture treatments regularly 
(once every two weeks). 
"Almost all got good relief at 
first,” said Murphy, “but then 
it tailed off after two or three 
treatments.” 

He felt that publicity 
surrounding acupuncture was 
beneficial in that it focused 
attention on a hitherto “in¬ 
tangible area” of medicine.

The act also will compel 
judges to take into con¬ 
sideration the accused's 
financial means when setting 
the amount of a fine. 

Macdonald said outside the 
house the act would bring a 
little more justice to B.C. 

“It will prevent the jailing 
of many people who are poor 
while the well tado reach into 
their pockets, pay the fines 
and go free." the attorney- 
general said. 

He said if the act were in 
force now. 38 per cent of the 
inmates of Prince George jail 
wouldn't be in jail. The per 
centage of persons in jail 
because they couldn’t pay 


fines imposed on them was as 
high as 44 per cent in 
Kamloops, he added. 

“The jails are clogged and 
the taxpayers suffer because 
we are using oilr jails to 
collect fines from people who 
haven’t got the money in the 
first place to pay those fines,” 
Macdonald said. 

He also stressed that judges 
would be encouraged to use a 
more modern sentence 
process, compelling the 
convicted person to perform 
some charitable work or 
establish a relationship 
between him and his victim. 


said, rates will go up between 
40 and 50 per cent. 

The Victoria MLA was 
responding to suggestions by 
Transport Minister Bob 
Strachan that the “ideal" 
insurance scheme would not 
differentiate in premiums 
between different parts of the 
province. 

Strachan, who is respon¬

province so urban residents 
can “live off the fat of the 
land.” 

He said people in the north 
should not be punished for the 
conditions in which they live. 

Anderson, however, argued 
that certain areas of the 
province are higher-risk areas 
and it is not fair to make 
people in places like Victoria 
pay for those higher risks. 

He used the example of an 
average man driving a 1973 
Chevrolet Impala: in Victoria 
he now pays $125, in Van¬ 
couver $202, in the Fraser 
Valley $173 and in northern 
B.C. $258. 

With about half the drivers 
living in Vancouver, he said, 
the average driver cost would 
be about $190, an increase of 
$65 over current rates in 
Victoria. 

Strachan has not said the 
government will equalize 
rates, only that that is the 
ideal system. 


Dining rooms on simmer 


The question of whether the 
government will remove 
dining rooms from B.C. 
Ferries vessels continues to 
worry MLAs during the 
current session. 

The opposition insists the 
government wants to get rid of 
the dining rooms and keep 
only cafeteria facilities. 


Transport Minister Bob 
Strachan denies this, assuring 
the house that the government 
isn’t committed in this 
matter. However, two new 
ferries ordered by the 
government won’t have dining 
room facilities. 

Meanwhile. Strachan has 
revealed that 76 per cent of the 


passengers who answered a 
recent questionnaire on the 
issue said they’re in favor of 
retaining dining rooms. 

Strachan also said that 65 
per cent of those who an¬ 
swered the questionnaire said 
they would be willing to pay 
higher prices to eat in a dining 
room.

Colossus 
of music? 

Clockwork Orange author Anthony Burgess has a new book 
out that makes a fascinating historical point about Napoleon 
and Beethoven—to wit. Napoleon was the ^Jossus while they 
lived but history has made Beethoven the colussus now. 

Even though Duke Ellington only died last week at 75 from 
pneumonia, it’s not too early to speculate that future centuries 
may consider him a colussus while looking on such as Hitler and 
Stalin as lessening figures. 

The Duke’s death did not hit the public the way the loss of 
Louis Armstrong did last year. But Satchmo was loved as a 
personality while the Duke is respected as a musical genius and 
the years tend to uphold genius while personality fades. 

Genius might be defined as having it all and using every bit 
of ii and that fits the Duke. 

He was born with taste and never lost it. His choice ot 
sidemen over more than 50 years was perfect and so was the 
music he wrote for them to play. 

He may have started his music to gain an identity or make a 
buck but always there was a higher goal: To make a joyful 
sound. 

He didn’t write for history but he managed to please the 
whites without losing the blacks and, in fact, did it with such 
class that he helped many of the whites respect all the blacks.
